The 
lines spread through the wreckage 
rapidly that it was impossible to 
re a number of people w ho were but 
Lehtly hurt but were held last by 


timbers that 
weighted them down. 
These were burned in plain sight of 
the throng which stood around the 
scene of the disaster utterly unable 
to lend assistance in any way. 
The 
fire continued until nil of the shat­ 
tered cars were 
entirely 
consumed 
and of the forty-seven people whose 
death followed the collision forty five 
wore burned to ashes. 
The crash of the collision was no 
great that a number of farm ers of the 
neighborhood came hastening to the 
scene, but they could do nothing to 
lend assistance to the Injured who had 
already been taken from tho wreck. 
All of the six cars of the Immigrant 
traine were 
burned, as were 
three 
freight cars. 
Relief I rains were at once sent out 
from South Chicago and from Valpa­ 
raiso, Iud. with every available physi­ 
cian and every possible aid was given 
to the injured.

cheerful and hopeful his 
mind clear and cognizant of his criti­ 
cal condition, tile patient

conscious until 9 o’clock a. in. 
Oxy­ 
gen, sent from San Francisco, per­ 
formed a great work in keeping life 


I up, but after midnight and early in the 
I morning a constant 
weakening was 
discerned. Dr. Mitchell and the trained 
nurses labored untiringly, but the gen­ 
eral lapsed Into unconsciousness at 9 
o’clock and remained iii that condi­ 
tion until death. 
Captain and Mrs. 
McKittrick, the general's 
son-in-law 
and daughter, Miss Edmunds, a niece, 
and Jam es II. Shafter, a brother, were 
at the bedside when the end came. 
The body of Major General Shafter 
will leave this city Wednesday evening 
on a Santa Fe train and on arrival at 
Point Richmond, the next 
morning, 
will he placed aboard a government 
tug and escorted by military officers 
to the Presidio at San Francisco.

terment will he in the post cemetery, 
immediately after the arrival, with full 
military honors.

Villareal was one of a large party of 
Mexicans alleged to have broken into 
a public building In that country and 
taken a quantity of arm s and ammu­ 
nition belonging to the republic.

extradited under the treaty between 
the t wo republics.

Fischer, cellist, end Miss Kila Diehards

In the solo numbers, 
Maximilian 
Dick’s violin gave forth clear, beautiful 
tones, tho limpid, liquid notes sounding 
pure and distinct as they reached the 
dizziest heights near the bridge. 
His 
bowing, in vivacious and slow move­ 
ments was a revelation to many. 
The 
Kranich “Polonaise’’ w'as played with a 
swerve and abandon which provoked 
such applause that he gracefully re­ 
sponded with an encore. 
Carlo Fischer, cellist, was heard in 
the love song “Nina’’ by Fergolese, and 
tho “Minuetto" by Borker. 
His tone is 
puro and sympathetic, w ith no trace of 
the harshness which sometimes charac­ 
terizes cello tones in the lower register. 
In the Berker number his double stop­ 
ping was superb. 
As an encore he gave 
Saint-Saens “Le Cygne," a tone picture 
onhanoed by the rippling piano notes. 
In conclusion especial mention must 
be made of the work af Miss Richards, 
the pianist. 
Almost intuitively follow­ 
ing every phase of expression of the 
strings, her playing formed a most ef 
fective accompaniment for bringing out 
the best in violin and cello.
